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Report blames humans for warming 


US climate study at 
odds with Trump 
administration claims

Climate change is real, it’s here, and 
we're the cause, according to the na- 
tion’s most comprehensive climate sci- 


ence report, which was released Friday 
by the federal government. 

Noting that the planet is now the 
warmest it’s been in the history of mod- 
ern civilization, the report said that “it’s 
extremely likely that human activities, 
especially emissions of greenhouse gas- 
es, are the dominant cause of the ob- 
served warming since the mid-20th 
century.” 

“For the warming over the last centu- 
ry, there is no convincing alternative ex- 


planation supported by the extent of the 
observational evidence,’ the report 
said. 

The Climate Science Special Report 
serves as the first volume of the federal- 
ly mandated National Climate 
Assessment, which is prepared by the 
nation’s top scientists every four years 
for the president, Congress and the 
public. 

The contents of the report contradict 
claims by President Donald Trump and 


his team, who have continually down- 
played the human contribution to cli- 
mate change and questioned the ability 
of scientists to predict its effects. 

Earlier this year, Trump said he 
planned to withdraw the U.S. from the 
Paris climate agreement, which re- 
quires countries to establish ambitious 
targets to reduce the greenhouse gases 
that cause global warming.

No prison 
time for 
Bergdahl 


Soldier dishonorably 
discharged; Trump 
criticizes judge’s ruling 
as ‘total disgrace’

Packers party houses evolve into 


something more 


FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Sgt. Bowe Berg- 
dahl, the soldier who deserted his Af- 
ghanistan outpost and was then held 
captive in brutal condi- 
tions for five years, re- 
ceived no prison time but 
was reduced in rank to 
private and will be dis- 
honorably discharged 
from the army, a military 
judge ruled Friday. 

In announcing the 
punishment, the military judge, Col. 
Jeffery Nance, rejected a prosecutors 
recommendation to sentence Bergdahl 
to 14 years’ confinement. 

Nance did not elaborate on his deci- 
sion before dismissing the court. De- 
fense attorneys had argued against pris- 
on time, saying the soldier suffered 
enough while in Taliban hands. 

Bergdahl looked pale and drawn but 
did not react as the punishment was 
read. He stood flanked by defense law- 
yers as the judge read the sentence.

GREEN BAY - They are called “Packers party 
houses,” and some of them are, but their use has 
evolved in the dozen years since the first party 
houses opened on Stadium Drive in Ashwaubenon 
and Shadow Lane in Green Bay.
